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Thanks to a long-term media rights deal with FOX Sports Network, the 
conference will have its marquee events broadcast on regional television.

The Big West Conference and 
FOX. Sports Networks have agreed 
to an exclusive six-year media rights 
deal that will consequently help Long 
Beach State strengthen its foothold in 
Southern California. 

The deal is effective immediately, 
as Prime Ticket and Fox Sports West 
will televise a minimum of 20 Big 
West events in 2012-13. FOX Sports 


Networks (FSN) will then expand its 
coverage to at least 32 games per year 
when San Diego State and Boise State 
join the conference in the fall of 2013. 

“The new television agreement 
will give much-needed exposure to 
Long Beach State athletics and, in 
particular, men’s basketball,” LBSU 
athletic director Vic Cegles said via 
email. : 

FSN’s television coverage will 
include select regular season men’s 
basketball games, four Big West 


men’s basketball quarterfinals games 
and the women’s basketball confer- 
ence championship game. It will also 
feature conference championships for 
soccer and track and field. 
“Television is the best way to do 
it when you're trying to get national 
recognition,” men’s basketball head 
coach Dan Monson said. “Fox Sports 
West is a local channel, but people 
across the nation with the DirecTV 
[sports package] will be able to watch 
us. They’ll see a brand that’s Long 


Beach State.” : 

The Big West and FSN will also 
launch a free Internet video stream- 
ing platform in November. Up to 800 
games of various sports will be aired 
online, including men’s and women’s 
basketball games not selected for 
television. — 

The deal is a big step for a conference 
that was previously paying $240,000 a 
year out of its own pocket to televise

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Faculty 
should use 
class time

The Chancellor’s 
Office says professors 


should not advocate 
Prop. 30 in class.

Professors who have used class time 
to advocate, or even discuss, Propo- 
sition 30 are now being discouraged 
from méntioning it in class. 

Prop. 30 would increase personal in- 
come taxes on high-income taxpayers 
as well as sales taxes by 0.25-percent 
temporarily. The new revenues would 
fund programs in the state budget, pri- 
marily those for higher education. 

Without Prop. 30, the Cal'State Uni- 
versity would face a $250 million trig- 
ger cut in state funding. 

Because of the effect that this would 
have on the entire CSU population, 
Prop. 30 talks have been integrated 
into some classroom lectures as No- 
vember approaches. sie 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
that the CSU public affairs team has

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Summer heat lingers 


CSULB students run 
out of ways to stay 
cool.

Students’ favorite cold weather 
outfits stayed in the closet just a little 
longer this week as Long Beach experi- 
enced an early autumn heat wave. 

David Pepper, a climatology lecturer 
at Cal State Long Beach, said it was not 
normal to have such high temperatures 
in October but also not unprecedented. 

“Generally, in coastal areas, there 
is a bit of a temperature lag,” Pepper 
said. “We tend to stay warmer longer 
at the end of the year than other places 
because the ocean heats up throughout 


- the summer. The ocean is a lot warmer 


now than what it was in the summer, so 
the heat sticks around a bit longer than 
it does in inland areas.” 

However, Ewa Burchard, who teach- 
es a natural disasters class at CSULB, 
said the heat wave could be an effect of. 
global warming. 

“This heat wave seems very spe- 
cific because it has a lot of moisture,” 
she said. “[I’ve read] a scientist named 
Alexander Gershunov from the [Scripp 
Institution of Oceanography in UC San 
Diego] suggest this heat wave may be

related to climate warming in Califor- 
nia. He did a study on this specific con- 
dition — rising temperatures in coastal 
areas not only throughout the day but 
also throughout the night.” 

Jesse Christensen, a senior business 
economics major who played Frisbee 
shirtless on upper campus, said he took 
his shirt off because he wanted to es- 
cape the heat. 

“It’s been crazy hot,” Christensen 
said. “At my house, I do everything I 
can to get cool, but it’s still hot during 
the night, and it’s hot all the time. I just 
don’t know what to do.” 

Like .Christensen, many other stu- 
dents expressed some level of exaspera- 
tion and found different ways to cope 
with the weather. 

Nutrition major Anna Choeun stayed 


~ in the shade and shared her secret drink 


for surviving hot days. 

“Tt can get draining, so [we] need to 
stay hydrated,” Choeun said. “I drink 
coconut juice because it has a lot of 
electrolytes and hydrates you a lot bet- 
ter.” 

Amy Kim, a senior nursing major, 
said she was anxious for cooler weather. 

“Tm ready for it to cool down a 
bit,” Kim said. “I’ve stocked up on my 
scarves and want to set aside my sum- 
mer clothes already. I’m just over it.” 

But students may soon find relief 
from the heat wave, as the hottest day 
was Monday and cooling can be ex- 
pected the rest of October, according to 
Pepper.

realized the advocacy role that uni- 
versity faculty have taken on may be a 
concern. ; 

“We are making it clear to faculty 
and other CSU employees that when 
using state resources and in official 
function, our campaigning - activity 
should be limited to information,” he 
said. 

Fallis said the CSU Chancellor’s Of- 
fice is simply reminding faculty to use 


class time properly. 


“We have a duty to inform our stu- 
dents,” Fallis said. “There’s just a need 
to be careful as state employees.” 


During an August meeting with fac- 


ulty, California Faculty Association 
President Lilian Taiz provided CSULB 
professors with informational fliers 
about Prop. 30. She held similar meet- 
ings at many CSU campuses.

holiday that commemorates when the 
Jews were released from slavery in the 
desert, after which they built a Sukkah 
and ate inside it, according to Beach 
Hillel Programming Associate Irene 
Sachi. 

Drew Kaplan, the Beach Hillel 
campus rabbi, said it is common for 


Jews to eat, sleep and spend time in: 


the Sukkah throughout the holiday. 
“Tt’s a nice time to have lunch and 
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that passing it will benefit students of 
California. 

“T think that if it’s a distraction from 
class, then it’s not justified, but it was 
a political science class, so the teacher 
was able to tie the debate into the sub- 
ject matter,” Coleman said. 

Political science professor Charles 
Noble said the non-biased discussion of 
politics should be allowed during class 
time, provided that it pertains to the 
subject matter of the class. He said that 
he plans on discussing the propositions 
in his future lectures, even though he 
has not yet mentioned them. 

Noble said that because his class fo- 
cuses on politics, he feels that censor- 
ing discussion of Prop. 30 in his class 
would be absurd, as it directly affects 
his students. : 

“I think that we are supposed to ex- 
plain what is going on in the political 
world,” Noble said. “It’s not our job to 
tell students how to vote, but we should 
be able to talk about the pros and cons.” 

While professors are discouraged 


be able to connect with many of the 
students,’ Kaplan said. “We wel- 
come every student from all religious 
groups, not just Jewish.” ;

“We have not been communicating - 
with faculty,” Nevin said. “The CSSA 
has the legal authority to do the advo- 
cating.”

After suffering consecutive  set- 
backs, the Long. Beach State women’s 
volleyball team will look to rebound in 
back-to-back Big West Conference con- 
tests this weekend. 

The Beach (7-8, 2-2 Big West) will 
host UC Davis (8-8, 2-1 Big West) on 
Friday and Pacific (14-2, 2-1 Big West) 
on Saturday. 


After falling to conference rivals 


Cal State Northridge and No. 8 Ha- 


waii over the weekend, the 49ers have 
as many losses as they did during all 


of conference play in 2011: The team 


will now look to regroup and refocus 
before another pair of conference 
matches. : 

“This is a big week,” head coach 


’ Brian Gimmillaro said. “Davis is good 


and UOP is very good.” 

The Aggies are anchored by senior 
outside hitter Allison Whitson, who 
ranks sixth in the conference with 224 
kills and 192 digs. She also has a .157 
hitting percentage. 

Pacific is paced by junior outside 
hitter Megan Birch, who has compiled 
244 kills on the season while hitting at 
a .255 clip. Her average of four kills per 
set ranks second in the Big West. 

Junior middle blocker Jennifer Sand- 


ers has added 170 kills while hitting 
325. Her hitting percentage is good for 
third in the Big West. 

The ‘Niners have been dealing with 
injuries all season, and the team’s fu- 
ture success hinges on the return of a 
healthy lineup. —. . 

In the meantime, Gimmillaro 
credits his players for continuing to 
improve. ; 

“Our job is only to improve, and 
that’s what we’re working on,” he 
said. “The team is working hard in 
practice. | mean they’re really work- 
ing.” 

Davis handed Pacific its only confer- 
ence loss of the season two weeks ago, 
when the Aggies defeated the Tigers in 
four sets. *

eight games a year. Its mid-major sta- 
tus, however, has prevented it from 


getting the same big-time media, 


rights payday as the largest confer- 
ences. 

The Big West will be on the receiv- 
ing end of rights and sponsorships fees 
that start at $1 million per year and in- 
crease by an unspecified amount each 


following year. The money will be dis- 
tributed to the conferences’ 10-member 
institutions at $150,000 annually. 

The boost in television exposure will 
also allow The Beach to market itself as 
an attractive destination when recruit- 
ing prospective student-athletes. The 
idea of playing to a television audience 
on a consistent basis would certainly 
appeal to highly-rated prospects in 
various sports. : 

Add to that the gentrified facilities 
at the Walter Pyramid, and LBSU is 


in a far more competitive position than 
before in the recruiting battle with the 
elite athletics programs of UCLA and 
Southern California. 

Cegles, however, warned that the 
FSN deal doesn’t automatically put 
LBSU athletics on level terms. with 
its wealthier Los Angeles counter- 
parts. 

“UCLA, USC and the Pac-12 will 
always have stronger print and elec- 
tronic media exposure,-especially with 
the new Pac-12 Network,” Cegles said. 


“However, there is so much basketball 
talent in SoCal that with increased ex- 
posure, we will have opportunity to 
recruit higher-caliber student-athletes 
and [be able to] compete with almost 
anyone.” 

Monson agreed that LBSU won’t. be 
able to overtake UCLA or USC in the 
near future, but said that the television 
exposure will allow his team to com- 
pete with them in the long run. 

“UCLA and USC are still above us,” 
he-said. “If we’re.to beat them in re- 


cruiting, we have to beat them on the 
court consistently. But this is where 
television exposure plays a big part, be- 
cause when kids see us beat them, it’ll 
help our recruiting.” 

A final benefit of the deal is the op- 
portunity for each Big West institution 
to advertise on the air, as each school 
will be given a commercial spot during 
the telecasts. 

“Hopefully, as a bonus, it will rally 
alumni and impact pride and gifting to 
the university,” Cegles said. :
